None of us like to share the 
blame for something that in no 
way concerns us, but Is often 
passed to us anyway. The philo­ 
sophical thing to do, perhaps, is to 
take the blame and save as much 
happiness as possible under the 
circumstances.

We don’t have to live too long 
to realize that life is made up of 
problems and solutions, and lf we 
face these problems with courage 
and few complaints, we need not 
worry as to the solutions.

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County Agent Advises New| The Francis-Ideal For Suburban Or Country Living 
Crains Be Fed Fowl Slowly 


By FRANK ZETTLE 
County Form Agent 
When can you start feeding new 
grains to poultry? That’s an annual 
question as the farm supply of 
well-cured old grain gets low or 
becomes exhausted. 
It is generally assumed that well- 
cured grains are much safer to feed 
from the standpoint of digestive 
upsets. Grain that is dry enough 
to grind well is felt to be sufficient­ 
ly well cured. Many poultrymen re­ 
port feeding new grain immediately 
after threshing without harmful 
effects, if the birds ire accustomed 
gradually to the new grains, and a 
period of about two week* is used 
to increase the volume of a new 
grain to its normal amounts. It is 
considered that uncured grain is 
moat 
treacherous 
when 
in 
the 
•’sweating" stage. New grain kept 
in bags, set by themselves, cures 
faster than grain in large bins. 
Borne farmers report digestive 
distrubances and blue comb* on 
chickens after feeding new grains, 
but thon can be caused by a con­ 
tagious epidemic which is commonly 
referred to as "blue comb or pullet 
disease." For that reason new grain 
la blamed for a lot of trouble It 
doee not cause. 
New coni is often fed on the ear 
to chickens and turkeys as soon as 
it is husked without any apparent 
ill effect, if limited amounts are 
fed at first, lf poultrymen depend 
on large amounts of uncured grains 
to make up the daily ration there 
can 
be digestive 
trouble. Some 
turkey growers husks the corn from 
standing stalks onto a 
manure 
^reader and then spreads the ear 
corn on the turkey range by putting 
the spreader in gear. Many chicken 
and turkey growers allow their birds 
to harvest buckwheat with satla- 
factory results. 
Thus it appears that getting poul­ 
try accustomed to new grains and 
feeding limited amounts, especially 
when the grain is still in a sweat, 
are important practices to follow. 
Cow Has Her Worries Too 
Even cows are subject to "stress” 
disease problems. 
Many high-producing dairy cows 


are stricken with “ketosis' within 
IO to 90 days after their calves 
are born. Many farmers do not 
recognize 
Hie 
great 
amount of 
energy used by the highly-pro- 
ductive cow at the peak of millk 
output and many do not understand 
the great amount of feed a cow 
requires if she is to produce at 
her maximum. 
Ketosis usually is caused when 
the cow does not receive balanced 
nutrition to maintain both 
her 
weight and full milk production. It 
could also be a secondary condition 
resulting 
from a discase 
which 
suppressed the appetite and reduced 
feed consumption. Symptoms in­ 
clude loss of appetite, constipation, 
depressed appearance, a staring ex­ 
pression, rapid loss of body weight, 
and a drop in milk production. The 
sick animal also may show signs 
of incoordination. Some cows may 
become lethargic; others may be 
excitable. 
Method of treating the disease 
depends upon whether tile veteri­ 
narian's diagnosis shows that tile 
ketosis condition is primary, or a 
secondary result of another disease. 
Cows susceptible to ketosis should 
be put on a high energy level diet 
with sufficient protein in late preg­ 
nancy. and the enemy intake grad­ 
ually increased after Uie calf is 
born. A drastic change in environ­ 
ment should be avoided to lessen 
the stress on the cow. 
I’rgeu C ontrol Of Winterer*** 
Spraying new seedings of alfalfa 
and clover with MCP will control 
watercress. WI liter cr ess is a bi­ 
ennial or perennial member of the 
mustard family that can raise havoc 
in the meadows and pastures next 
spring unless it is controlled. 
Immediate 
spraying 
is recom­ 
mended if the grain stubbles have 
been clipped, or lf a final cutting 
of hay has been made. If the al­ 
falfa or clover Is too tall, wait 
until after the first heavy frost to 
do the spraying because the hay 
will cover the young winterer*** 
plants and keep the apray from 
reaching them. 
Farmers ought to know what 
young wintercress plants look like

Oomulka is sitting on a volcano 
Gomulka managed a year ago 
to get Poland a semi-independent 
status among Soviet east Euro­ 
pean satellites Today he is caught 
in a squeeze. On one side is a 
population which dislikes Commu­ 
nist rule. On the other, the Soviet 
Union ready to establish a full 
military occupation of Poland lf 
Oomulka is unable to prevent se­ 
rious trouble. 
The Warsaw disturbances broke 
out when Oomulka shut down the 
independent leftist weekly Po Pro- 
Rtu, an organ in which Polish in­ 
tellectuals and students criticized 
Soviet-type communism. 
Weekly Closed Up 
Po Prostu was one of several 
Polish periodicals which by vig­ 
orous 
and 
brilliant attacks 
on 
Stalinism prepared the way for 
Oomulka to assume leadership in 
Poland in 1956. 
Recently the Polish Communist 
party leadership has found incon­ 
venient the Polish intellectuals’ 
demands, in Po Prostu and else­ 
where, for liberalization and hu 
manization 
of 
communism 
and 
their attacks by Implication on the 
Soviet 
Uhlon. 
The 
government 
closed the weekly. 
Th# shutdown 
brought 
Polish 
students into the streets, demon­ 
strating against the government. 
The students were Joined quickly 
by other elements of the popula­ 
tion. 
Tolerated, Not Rocked 
Tho 
Polish 
Communists 
are 
mostly tolerated by f it populace, 
not supported. They are tolerated 
principally because they stand as 
the main barrier between Poland 
and Soviet military occupation. 
In this situation it is extremely 
difficult if not politically suicidal 
for Oomulka to try to use really 
stern measures against malcon­ 
tents. 
Oomulka and mast Poles under. 
stand that the Soviet troop units 
ouartered in Poland would take 
over the nation if a really big 
outbreak developed. 
At the same time Oomulka can 
do little to cure one of the basic 
sources of discontent with 
his 
rule—the country's economic dif­ 
ficulties. He inherited these trou­ 
bles from more than IO years ot 
Soviet exploitation of Poland and 
Kremiin-inspired stress on heav$ 
Industry at the cost of the Polish 
consumer. To do much about this 
situation. 
Poles would have to 
work harder and accept much 
sacrifice—w’hich in their presen* 
frame of mind they are unwilling 
to do.

COPENHAGEN UP — A dog will 
circle the earth in the next Soviet 
satellite, three top Russian rocket 
experts say.

M. Kasatkin made the comment 
as they passed through Copenha­ 
gen yesterday en the way home 
from an international meeting in 
Washington on space problems.
